Occupy Wall Street protesters had 
just a few hours to celebrate what 
they saw as their biggest victory so 
far: the peaceful shutdown of the 
nation’s fifth-busiest port.

his candidacy in doubt. 

“This will not deter me” in the 
race for the White House, Cain 
declared, repeatedly denying the 
accusations in interviews on con- 
servative media outlets. 

“Did you tell a woman she 
looked good?” radio host Sean Han- 
nity asked. “Any flirtation that you 
can think of?” 

“Nope,” Cain said firmly. 


At the same time, he and aides 
tried to demonstrate a campaign 
returning to normalcy or even ben- 
efiting from the controversy. 

Cain held private meetings in 
New York during the day. And cam- 
paign spokesman J.D. Gordon said 
donors had sent in $1.2 million since 
news of the allegations surfaced. 

Since it was reported late Sun- 
day that at least two women had 
complained about Cain when they 
worked at the National Restaurant 
Association — and had received 


financial settlements — Cain has 
said consistently he never sexu- 
ally harassed anyone. Cain spe- 
cifically denied allegations by a 
third woman who said that she 
had considered filing a workplace 
complaint against him alleging 
aggressive and unwanted behav- 
ior.

This Notice informs the public that the Public Service Commission of the District of Columbia 
(“Commission”) seeks input on the rate application submitted by the Potomac Electric Power Company 
(“Pepco”) requesting authority to increase existing distribution service rates and charges for electric 
service in the District of Columbia. Pepco proposes a revenue requirement increase of $42.1 million. Pepco 
is the sole distributor of electric power to homes and businesses in the District; hence the Commission will 
set Pepco’s distribution service rates in this rate case and not the cost of electricity itself. 

• Pepco requests authority to earn an 8.64% Rate of Return, including a Return on Equity of 10.75%. 
Per the PSC’s decision in Formal Case No. 1076, rendered in March 2010, Pepco’s current allowed 
Rate of Return is 8.01%, including a Return on Equity of 9.625%. 

• Pepco proposes a Reliability Investment Recovery Mechanism (“RIM”) surcharge that would provide 
for annual rate adjustments to recover the reliability related costs of certain investments in Pepco’s 
distribution system. 

• Pepco seeks cost recovery for its investments in Advanced Metering Infrastructure (“AMI”). 

• Pepco proposes to recover incremental customer care expenses relating to initiatives that Pepco 
is undertaking to enhance customer service. Pepco states that this initiative includes four major 
components; personnel, telecommunication infrastructure (hardware and software), storm 
readiness, and customer education/market research. 

• Pepco’s proposals would add about $5.00 to the monthly bill for the typical residential customer and 
increase the minimum monthly customer charge from $6.65 per month to $10.40 for the standard 
(R) class and from $6.65 to $12.39 for the All-Electric residential (AE) class.

If an organization or an 
individual is unable to offer comments at the community hearings, written statements may be submitted 
to the Public Service Commission of the District of Columbia, 1333 H Street, NW, Suite 200, West Tower, 
Washington, and D.C. 20005. 

Any person who is deaf or hearing-impaired, and cannot readily understand or communicate in spoken 
English, and persons with disabilities who need special accommodations in order to participate in the 
hearing, must contact the Commission Secretary by close of seven business days prior to the date of 
the hearing. Persons who wish to testify in Spanish, Chinese, Amharic, or Korean must also contact the 
Commission Secretary by close of business three business days before the day of the hearing. The number 
to call to request special accommodations and interpretation services is (202) 626-5150.

Cuba Relaxes Its 
Real Estate Laws 


Free-market effort 
will allow citizens to 
buy or sell property 

Havana 

For the first time in a half-cen- 
tury, Cubans will be allowed to 
buy and sell real estate openly; 
bequeath property to relatives with- 
out restriction; and avoid forfeit- 
ing their homes if they abandon 
the country. 

The anticipated new rules trans- 
form islanders’ dilapidated homes 
into potential liquid assets in the 
most significant reform yet adopt- 
ed by President Raul Castro since 
he took over in 2008. 

But restrictions remain. Cuban 
exiles continue to be barred from 
owning property on the island, 
though they can presumably help 
relatives make purchases by send- 
ing money. And foreigners can also 
hold off on dreams of a pied-a-terre 
there, since only citizens and per- 
manent residents are eligible.

WhatlsNoMa? 

NoMa, which roughly runs from Massachusetts 
Avenue north to R Street, and from First Street 
NW to Fourth Street NE, came into being this 
decade. For more than a century, this neigh- 
borhood was a no man’s land. It was nameless, 
too, mostly referred to as “that weird part of Near 
Northeast." Then it metamorphosed, almost overnight. 

In the past six years, companies pumped in $3 billion in investment. In 
the past year, 1,400 people have made NoMa home. Flow developers, resi- 
dents and businesses create a sense of place for NoMa has become the 
most persistent question for the neighborhood. 

To help define that, the NoMa Business Improvement District has start- 
ed a marketing campaign around the word “connected" so that the public 
knows NoMa is easily accessible via roads, two Red Line Metro stops, the 
eight-mile Metro Branch Trail and Capital Bikeshare. But what's eluded 
NoMa so far, says Alia Dastagir — who founded the DCNoMa blog — is its 
own “vibe."

On Thursday, Metro’s board of 
directors changed the official name 
of the stop. New York Ave-Florida 
Ave- Gallaudet U — what many have 
just referred to as New York Ave. — 
to NoMa-Gallaudet U.” 

New York Ave. will live on as a sec- 
ondary name, until a new map debuts 
in June 2012. Think of it as a surname. 
It’s like the station is getting hitched 
to someone it barely knows. Think 
SoHo without the cool.

Many riders don’t know NoMa, 
a play on “North of Massachusetts 
Avenue,” either. That’s what they told 
Metro in customer surveys. 

“I didn’t know what NoMa meant,” 
said Bennie Guggs, who works near 
the stop. “Tourists wouldn’t know 
what it means. New York Ave. is pret- 
ty simple, straightforward. Keep it 
that way.” 

But others found the current station 
name didn’t have much meaning. 

“New York Avenue doesn’t tell me 
anything,” said Anthony R. Gianco- 
la, a Metro board member. “It is a 
long avenue.” 

NoMa-Gallaudet U. was a name 
advocated by D.C. officials, who also 
agreed to help pay for changing the 
signs, fare charts and other displays 
where the name appears. 

The new name is one of four names 
the board voted on Thursday. Other 
changes include: 


^Navy Yard becomes Navy Yard- 
Ballpark. 

*King Street will be King St- Old 
Town. 

*SEU will be dropped from the 
Waterfront stop’s name so it will be 
just Waterfront, as the university no 
longer exists. 


The changes to station names 
come after customers told Metro to 
keep them short and simple. Over the 
years, some station names had become 
long and cumbersome. 

In July, the board adopted a poli- 
cy to have a primary name for a sta- 
tion that is well-known and no longer 


than 19 characters. Transfer stations 
will have no more than 13 characters 
in their primary name. Each station 
also has a secondary name written 
underneath the first name. 

The new names come as Metro is 
preparing for service changes to the 
Blue and Yellow lines, and getting 
ready for the 2013 opening of the Dull- 
es rail line, known as the Silver Line, 
to Tysons Corner and Reston. 

Metro is also redoing its map after 
30-plus years with New York design- 
er Lance Wyman, one of the original 
makers of the transit map, at the helm. 
The new station names will go into 
effect on the June 2012 map. 

At Thursday’s meeting, Richard 
Sarles, Metro’s general manager, 
reminded the board that not every 
landmark has to be on the map or on 
the station’s name. The White House, 
he pointed out, isn’t on the station 
name at McPherson Square. 

“We want customers to be able to 
read the map,” Sarles said. “They need 
to be able to read the map quickly and

Clock and Roll 


My morning commute isn’t just planned out — 
it's choreographed. I have to lock my door exactly 
eight minutes before my train is scheduled to 
depart. From there, it's a brisk five-minute walk 
to Baltimore’s Penn Station, where I’m usually 
headed to my gate when I hear “last call." At Union 
Station, instead of following the masses directly 
to the Metro, I veer left to go to the opposite — and 
less crowded — entrance. I grab a seat on the first 
car, which pulls up directly to my exit at Farragut 
North, so I can zip up the escalator and hoof it to 
the office in the shortest amount of time possible. 


It’s a routine that probably won’t 
impress many readers, because I’d 
bet you have similarly structured 
schedules. To be a regular transit 
rider means being obsessed 
with the clock. Everyone knows 
that not catching that one walk 
signal, or getting stuck behind 


an escalefter, can make you 
miss your Metro train. That, 
in turn, can make you miss a 
connection to another line. And 
that can make you miss a bus. A 
10-second delay can easily mean 
arriving at your destination a full 
hour later. 


So anything that has the 
potential to shave minutes off a 
commute is something I’m obsessed 
with, even if it’s not on my regular 
route. That’s the deal with Farragut 
Crossing, which 
officially opened last 
week. It’s a virtual 
tunnel between 
Farragut North 
and West — exit the 
Metro at one stop, 
cross at street level 
and enter the other 
within a 30 -minute 
period and your SmarTrip account 
will be charged for one ride rather 
than two. 

Hopefully, this will relieve 
pressure from mobbed Metro 
Center, and riders who take 
advantage of the option get to

skip two stops. To find out what 
this new advantage translates 
into in minutes, I timed it this 
week during Thursday’s morning 
rush. 

Despite a broken escalator at 
Farragut North and bad luck with 
the streetlights, I made it from my 
train, across the square and into 
Farragut West in 4:23.7. On the 
flip side, I started the clock when 
I hopped on a Blue Line train to 
Metro Center, then switched to the 
Red Line, and arrived in 13:31.8. 
Multiply that difference by five 
days a week, 50 weeks a year, and 
riders who use the shortcut could 
get an extra day and a half of their 
lives back. 

Just think about how much 
Metro trip planning you could do 
with that.

Alabama coach Nick Saban’s birthday 
was Monday, and as a gift, his play- 
ers signed a jersey with the No. 60 — 
his age — and his last name on the 
back. But when the players present- 
ed the jersey to their coach, it didn’t 
register with Saban that they were 
pointing out his age. He was upset 
because he thought they’d pegged 
him as an offensive lineman. 

“I was thinking: I’m a skill 
player. There’s no way I can sport 
this 60, man. I’ve got to have a low- 
er-than-50 number of some sort,”’ 
Saban said. 

The disparity between popu- 
lar perception and how Saban feels 


has not been limited this week to 
his birthday presents. The Crimson 
Tide (8-0), rated No. 2 in the Bowl 
Championship Series standings, will 
host top-rated Louisiana State (8-0) 
on Saturday in a Southeastern Con- 
ference matchup ripe with national 
title game implications. The winner 
of it will have a clear — if not neces-

As for the loser, well, that’s 
where a decent chunk of this game’s 
intrigue derives.

Makings of 
A Comeback 


Backstrom regains 
his scoring touch in 
this year’s fast start 

The Capitals 

Alex Ovechkin and Alexander 
Semin might be the Capitals’ pre- 
mier goal scorers, but their team- 
mates have been urging Nicklas 
Backstrom to throw the puck at 
the net more often. 

For the playmaking center, 
that’s not necessarily the biggest 
part of the game. 

Backstrom’s primary job is to 
dish the puck out and rack up assists, 
not score goals. But on Tuesday night 
against the Anaheim Ducks, his deci- 
sion to shoot made aU the difference. 
Backstrom scored the game-tying 
goal in the final minute of regula- 
tion and the game-winning goal in 
overtime to give the Capitals a 5-4 
victory over the Ducks and improve 
their record to 8-2-0. 

Backstrom isn’t quite the new 
Ovechkin, but his success is defi- 
nitely a bonus, according to Capi- 
tals coach Bruce Boudreau. 

“I don’t think Nicky’s going 
to change his game, but when he 
gets those opportunities, the one 
thing we can keep reminding him 
is how good a shot he has,” Bou- 


dreau said. “When he gets his shot 
away, it’s really good. We hope he 
uses it more.” 

Backstrom’s goals are nice 
and all, but it’s his team-leading 
14 points entering Friday’s game 
against the Carolina Hurricanes 
that have the Caps faithful hoping 
the whiz kid who tallied a 101-point 
season two years ago is returning 
to form after last season’s dud. 



“He didn’t have the greatest sea- 
son [last year], but he didn’t lose his 
ability to play hockey,” Boudreau 
said. “He’s always been a great play- 
er. He didn’t score as much last year, 
but the whole team didn’t score.” 

Even last season, Backstrom 
stood out with his 65 points. 

His two goals against Ana- 
heim on Tuesday and 10 assists 
this season (tied for third-most in 
the NHL) might be indicators that

As Washington prepares for 
another two-game road trip, this 
time with back-to-back games 
against the Hurricanes and the 
New York Islanders, Backstrom 
said the team hopes to reverse pre- 
vious road misfortunes. 

The Capitals’ trip to Edmon- 
ton and Vancouver resulted in 
the team’s only losses of the sea- 
son so far. 

“We had a lot of travel, but we 
are getting better and better,” Back- 
strom said.

Occupy Cinema 


The caper comedy 
Tower Heist' echoes 
our current economic 
woes to great effect 


Film Review 

“Tower Heist” is an improbably sat- 
isfying action comedy, the kind of 
wax-on-wax-off, slickly machined 
Hollywood widget that meets its 
audience’s expectations without 
once aspiring to exceed them. 

Ben Stiller plays Josh Kovacs, 
the general manager of the Tower, 
a posh apartment complex that is 
so similar to Manhattan’s Trump 
Tower, it was filmed there. Over- 
seeing a motley staff that includes 
his brother-in-law Charlie (Casey 
Affleck), a generously built maid 
named Odessa (Gabourey Sidibe) 
and a dunder-headed newbie named 
Enrique (Michael Pena), Josh proud- 
ly caters to every passing whim 
of his elite clientele, the richest of 
whom is the penthouse dweller, 
Arthur Shaw (Alan Alda). 

If Shaw is the Tower’s most 
demanding denizen, he’s also the 
warmest, and for a while, “Tower 
Heist” looks as if it might be more of 
a scurrying backstage drama than a 
caper flick. But when the staff pen- 
sions Josh invested with Shaw dis- 
appear like the dregs of last night’s 
single malt, the game is afoot. 

If the story seems cobbled 
together from rejected “Ocean’s 
Eleven” plot points — directed with 
no discernible degree of finesse 
by Brett Ratner — “Tower Heist” 
nonetheless benefits from some 
terrific performances, especially 
Eddie Murphy returning to signa- 
ture form as a street criminal Josh 
enlists to help get the lost pension

Film Review 

The exhilaration of first love and the 
pain of its denouement burst forth 
with aching tenderness in “Like 
Crazy” Drake Doremus’ millenni- 
al-generation “Love Story,” which 
took top honors at Sundance. 

In fact, that festival imprimatur 
signals what in other hands could 
devolve into twee sentimentality, 
arty indie-film flourishes and grat- 
ing solipsism. But Doremus — with 
a huge assist from lead players Felic- 
ity Jones and Anton Yelchin — suc- 
cessfully skirts those pitfalls to cre- 
ate a serious, deeply felt romance. 

Jones and Yelchin play Anna and 
Jacob, who meet when they’re col- 
lege students and fall in love after 
Anna boldly leaves a note on Jacob’s 
windshield. “Like Crazy” then sends 
viewers along for the ecstatic ride 
as Anna and Jacob discover that 
they’re soul mates, with Doremus 
telling the story, not as a he-said.

she-said narrative but as a collec- 
tion of vagrant moments of con- 
nection and intimacy.

The Double’ Is Not as It Seems 


Film Review 

There’s something to be said for reli- 
ability. And that includes the road- 
tested story line of a jaded veteran 
who treats a go-getting ingenue with 
exasperation, before the two join 
forces to take out the bad guy. 

“The Double” appears to be just 
such a movie. But an early twist 
turns the movie into an even less 
exciting endeavor. 

In the case of Michael Brandt’s 
directorial debut, grizzled CIA agent 
Paul Shepherdson (Richard Gere) 
comes out of retirement to take care 
of unfinished business; the Russian

appears to have resurfaced only to 
murder a senator. 

The former operative believes 
the newest killer is merely a well- 
informed copycat, who has learned 
to mimic Cassius’ trademark throat- 
slitting. And to prove it. Shepherd- 
son takes the case, which means 
partnering with FBI agent Ben 


Geary (Topher Grace), a naif who 
has done extensive research on Cas- 
sius but zero work in the field. 

The big reveal, which comes about 
30 minutes into the movie, offers up 
some dramatic irony, which can add 
to the suspense. To keep it vague, let’s 
just say the title is a hint. 

In terms of action stars, Gere 
and Grace can’t really compete 
with the catlike reflexes of Matt 
Damon or Daniel Craig as James 
Bond. This might make the movie 
more believable if Gere wasn’t 
scripted to quickly dispatch a for- 
midable enemy played by Stephen 
Moyer of “True Blood” renown.

50/50 (R, 100 minutes) “50/50" doesn’t 
seek to pretty up the grim realities of 
cancer; it offers a refreshingly frank 
glimpse of a world too often distorted 
by Hollywood for its own ends, with 
Joseph Gordon-Levitt’s even-tempered 
Adam serving as the ideal guide through 
both its terrors and improbable gifts. 
Chief among a fatal illness’ unexpected 
silver linings, “50/50” suggests, are the 
friends and loved ones who show up, 
however inexpertly. The most clumsy 
by far is Adam’s best friend, Kyle (Seth 
Rogen), who battles his own panic by 
deciding to turn Adam’s disease into a 
babe magnet. The question of just who, 
if anyone, will truly show up for Adam 
turnsoutto bethefulcrum of “50/50,’’a 
movie that barely makes filmgoers notice 
thatthey’ve come to care deeply, not only 
about whether Adam makes it, but for 
the friends he makes in chemo, too. a.h. 
ANONYMOUS (PG-13, 130 minutes) In this 
alternately entertaining and wildly ham- 
handed speculative romp, director Roland 
Emmerich and screenwriter John Orloff 



advance the notion that William Shake- 
speare was a fraud and that Edward de 
Vere, Earlof Oxford, actually wrotethose 
famous plays and poems, hisPuritan up- 
bringing and noble station preventing him 
from dabbling publicly in such ink-stained 
enterprises.

THE BIG YEAR (PG, 90 minutes) It’s not 
thatthere’sanything particularly wrong 
with this adaptation of Mark Obmascik’s 
book about competitive birding. In fact, 
there’s a lot that’s right with it, starting 
with the cast: Jack Black plays Brad Har- 
ris, a 30ish underachiever; Steve Martin 
isStu Preissler, a wealthy retired tycoon;

whose most recent Big Year — when 
birders try to see as many rare species 
as they can — racked up a record 732 
sightings.

“The Big Year" has the virtue of being 
deeply un-cynical, but at the expense 
of propulsive vigor, structural elegance 
and behaviorthat’s recognizably human. 


“The Big Year" has heart and sweetness 
to spare — but as any birder will tell 
you, focus and energy count, too. a.h.

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Centipede N” ought to shut those critics 
up. The sequel follows Martin, a parking 
garage attendant obsessed with the 
first “Centipede” film. Martin intends to 
replicate the procedure. Martin may be 
mad, but he is no scientist, and he carries 
out his butchery with an assortment of 
nasty-looking cutting implements, m.o. 
THE IDES OF MARCH (R, 101 minutes) 
The rhetoric, combined with the Shepard 
Fairey-inspired graphics, suggests that 
“The Ides of March" will offer fresh, of- 
the-moment commentary on post-Obama 
political culture. But viewers looking 
for penetrating insight — rather than a 
well-crafted political potboiler — will 
come away sorely disappointed. Granted, 
director and star George Clooney elicits 
terrific performances from his players, 
gamely letting Philip Seymour Hoff- 
man, Ryan Gosling and Paul Giamatti 
take the lion’s share of the film’s most 
toothsome dialogue. Indeed, “The Ides 
of March" is so well directed and acted 
that it’s easy to overlook how dated 
and shallow it is. Rather than probe the 
system it abhors, “The Ides of March" is 
content simply to reassure the audience 
that it’s still rotting from within, a.h. 
IN TIME (PG-13, 110 minutes) Set in a 
dystopian future in which time is, quite 
literally, money, “In Time" engages with 
philosophy and politics in a way thatfew 
action movies do. In filmmaker Andrew 
Niccol’s invented universe, everyone 
has been genetically engineered to stop 
aging at 25. You’re given a year to live at 
that point, which will go up if you work 
hard. Here, the price of everything is 
measured by a clock, not a checkbook. 
As in the real world, there are the haves 
and the have-nots. The action is set in 
motion when Will comes into a lot of 
extra time. But Will gets more than a 
new lease on life; he also learns the 
truth about how the unequal system 
works. It’s a political wake-up call for 
our hero, who becomes radicalized, m.o.

The underemployed Dennis just 
happensto bea wedding videographer, so 
he has the gear to set up cameras all over 
the house.

PUSS IN BOOTS (PG, 90 minutes) The 
feature-length animated spin-off —a star 
turn for the popular “Shrek" supporting 
character voiced by Antonio Banderas— 
is almost shockingly good.

up boxer who is eking out a meager liv- 
ing in which he enters fighting ’hots in 
matches. The problem is, Charlie isn’t 
very good at it. Making matters worse is 
the sudden appearance in Charlie’s life 
of Max, his 11-year-old son. This sets the 
stage for two things. On the one hand, 
it’s the redemption of Charlie’s career, 
courtesy of Max, a video-game whiz kid. 
On the other hand, it’s a rapprochement 
of sorts between the estranged father 
and hisson. Boththreadscenteron Max’s 
efforts to restore and train a battered 
robot that he finds in a junkyard, m.o. 
THE RUM DIARY (R, 120 minutes) As a 


posthumous valentine to his old friend 
Hunter S. Thompson, Johnny Depp’s 
adaptation of “The Rum Diary" exudes a 
cheery, beery sense of warmth and affec- 
tion. Brimming with Thompson’s alcohol- 
drenched antics, observational wit and 
gift for the acidly apposite phrase, “The 
Rum Diary" also suffers from a creakily 
episodic structure and a fatally under- 
written, flimsily acted supporting role. As 
the movie opens, Thompson’s alter ego, 
Paul Kemp, has just come to San Juan 
to work at a teetering English-language 
newspaper. Urged to write anodyne 
puff pieces on the local tourist scene, 
Kemp instead turns in biting portraits of 
American cultural colonialists. There’s 
a sweetness in considering Thompson 
on the verge of creating his own myth, 
before it locked him into self-indulgent 
mannerisms. A.H. 

THE THING (R, 102 minutes) Matthijs 
van Heijningen Jr.’s “The Thing" acts as 
a prequel to John Carpenter’s 1982 cult 
classic, which itself drew from the 1951 
thriller. All three plant their roots in John 
W. Campbell’s 1938 science-fiction no- 
vella. This latestfilm largely mirrors its 
predecessors, with a shape-shifting alien 
terrorizing researchers in an isolated 
Antarctic base. Because van Heijningen 
attempts to answer questions raised by 
Carpenter’s version, it’s difficult to speak 
of one without referencing the other. Van 
Heijningen trades methodically estab- 
lished tensions for cheap, easy horror

THE THREE MUSKETEERS (PG 13, 110 
minutes) A rare PG-13 film that feels 
more like PG, the 20th or so cinematic 
adaptation of Alexandre Dumas’s 1844 
novel may amuse kids who can bear 
movies set way back in the 17th century. 
Young d’Artagnan travelsto Paris to join 
the king’s musketeers, only to find dash- 
ing Athos, brawny Porthos and devout 
Aramis in grumpy retirement. Conniving 


Cardinal Richelieu dominates callow King 
Louis XIII, and the rogue’s private guard 
has supplanted the loyal musketeers. To 
consolidate his power, Richelieu intends 
to causeawarwith England by persuad- 
ing Louisthathisqueen is havinganaffair 
with the Duke of Buckingham. Thanks 
to a video-game approach to space and 
movement, neither the battles nor the 
buildings look genuine. This “Three Mus- 
keteers" packs all the chivalry, heroism 
and camaraderie of Wii Fencing, m.j.
